NEW YORK, July 25.—W. Ber- 
nard Vause, former County Judge 
of Brooklyn, was found guilty of 


'mail fraud today by a jury in Fed- 


eral Court. 
Vause was found guilty on all 


'of 12 counts against him in con- 


nection with his activities in the 
Columbia Finance Corporation, 
which failed for $400,000 last De- 
cem ber. 

Two of six co-defendants with 
Judge Vause—Samuel Schuchman 
and Harry Cruso—were found 
guilty on some of the _ counts. 
Among the four acquitted was 
Vause’s brother, Louis. Three of 
those connected with the finance 
corporation had pleaded guilty 
and testified for the Government. 

Vause was also found guilty on 
a thirteenth count charging con- 
spiracy. 

The maximum penalty is five 
years’ imprisonment on each count 
and a fine of $10,000. 

Samuel Schuchman was found 
guilty of mail fraud on six counts 
and the count of conspiracy and 
Harry Cruso was convicted of con- 
spiracy count. 

Vause resigned as County Judge 
of Kings Borough (Brooklyn) 
shortly after his indictment. He is 
also under indictment in the State 
courts charged with grand larceny 
in connection with the failure of 
the finance company. 

Vause, as he listened to the ver- 
dict, gave no indication of under- 
standing. He had been called by 
his counsel a man too ill to stand 
trial. 

His brother, Dr. Frank Vause, 
kept his hand firmly on the con- 
victed man’s shoulder. Vause’s at- 
torney said he would appeal.

CHICAGO BABY MIMUP 
SETTLED BY PARENTS 


Two Families Decide Their 
Infants Never Were Ex- 
changed After All. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, July 25.—The mixup 
over two babies was ironed out at 
an early morning conference today 
at which it was decided that the 
babies of Mr. and Mrs. Charlies 
Bamberger and Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam Watkins were never mixed up 


at all. The parents accepted the 
opinion of six physicians in reach- 
ing their decision. 

This decision of the parents and 
the six doctors was opposed to that 
of another group of physicians who 
yesterday decided that the babies 
had been switched at Englewood 
Hospital, where they were born. 

Dr. Arnold Kegel, Health Com- 
missioner, announced he washed 
his hands of the mix-up. He said 
that he had fulfilled the parents’ 
desire in convening a jury of scien- 
tists and experts to determin: the 
parentage, and the parents could 
do as they like about accepting the 
decision. Before he made his an- 
nouncement the parents hai  al- 
ready taken the babies home, de- 
claring that the incident was 
closed. 

The parents had demanded an 
investigation, following the discov- 
ery that an adhesive tape on the 
back of the Bamberger baby bore 
tke name “Watkins,” and that a 
similar tape on the Watkins baby 
was marked “Bamberger.” They 
now think that the tapes had been 
washed off at the hospital when 
both babies were bathed and that 
a nurse, in haste, had put them 
back on the wrong infants. 

The shape of the babies’ heads 
was responsible for the final agree- 
ment. The Bambergers’ baby was 
their third. The Watkins’ baby 
was their first-born. A committee 
of physicians who met with the 
parents last night agreed that a 
temporarily oval-shaped head, such 
as the Watkifls baby has, is nat- 
ural in the case of a first born. 
The Bamberger baby’s head is 
round.

One of five buttons pressed by 
five Deputy Sheriffs released the 
trap at 6:04 a. m., sending to death 
three of the six men who planned 
and executed the robbery of the 
Home Trust Co., June 14, 1928. 

Mangiaracina and Nasello were 
pronounced dead at 6:21 and Mes- 
sino two minutes later. 

Men Protest Innocence. 

The three stood erect as the 
nooses were adjusted. Before their 
entry into the death chamber they 
reiterated declarations of inno- 
cence. There were 200 witnesses. 

The trust company, in the shop- 
ping district, was robbed while a 
machine gun sprayed walls and 
ceiling, terrorizing employes. 

Repulsed by tear gas, the fleeing 
robbers poured shotgun slugs into 
the neck of Policeman Smith, at- 
tracted by the uproar. Dying, he 
shot away the windshield of his as- 
sailants’ automobile. It swerved 
into a traffic semaphore tearing 
off a door handle. The lock nuin- 
ber was a clew which led to the 
speedy arrest of the three men 
hanged today. 

The robbers’ bullets struck four 
bystanders. Another died of heart 
disease. Darrell Capshaw, traffic 
patrolman, was among the wound- 
ed. 

Maurice Nagle, who rented his 
car to the robbers, and Tony Bon- 
ello, confessed member of the 
gang, are serving life terms in 
Missouri penitentiary. Bonello’s 
young wife was slain in New York 
after his confession, because, police 
were told, she “knew too much.” 

Sam Stein, sought by police as 
the actual slayer of Smith, and a 
mysterious figure known only as 
“The Cowboy,” are at large.

COMMISSION 
MAKES REPORT 

T0 ALDERMEN 


Turns in Voluminous Text 
of Its Recommendations, 
Nature of Which Has 
Been Published. 

APPOINTED TWO YEAR 
AGO NOW DISSOLVES 


Suggestions Include Down- 
town Subways for Street 
‘Cars, Co-ordination of 
Bus and Trolley Service, 
New 50-Year Franchise 
for Public Service Co. 


The Transportation Survey Com- 
mission today submitted its firs 
and final report, a book of a 
pages and many charts and plates, 
to the Board of Aldermen, thus 
making public the text of its rec- 
ommendations which, in substance, 
have been published by the Post- 
Dispatch. 

The conclusive part of the re- 
port is divided into two sections, 


one dealing with physical aspects 
and recommending among other 
things early construction of down- 
town street car subways as a start 
toward a possible future rapid 
transit system, and the other deal- 
ing with the financing of transpor- 
tation improvements and recom- 
mending a new 50-year franchise 
for the operating company which 
is the St. Louis Public Service Co. 

That part of the report dealing 
with the physical aspects and rec- 
ommendations is printed textually 
on page 1C, part 3. 

Minority Opposes Franchise. 

Accepting the report of its con- 
suiting engineer, R. F. Kelker Jr. 
of Chicago, that improvements 
costing $23,800,000 should be made 
in the street railway system, the 
Commission sets up a “financing 
necessity” which is the basis of 
the majoritys franchise recom- 
mendation. In contrast, another 
phase of the engineer's report hav- 
ing to do entirely with engineer- 
ing and physical aspects of sub- 
ways and elevated lines, for which 
Kelker said St. Louis is not ready, 
was rejected in favor of the Com- 
mission’s own judgment. 

Two members, as was told in the 
Post-Dispatch last Wednesday, dis- 
sent from the franchise recontmen- 
dation, giving their reasons in sep- 
arate minority reports, the texts of 
which are printed in another col- 
umn. 

The dissenting members are 
Walter J. G. Neun, president of the 
Board of Alderman, and Alderman 
Edward L. Kuhs, both of whom 
have stood consistently for home 
rule over the street railway system 
and against any new franchise. 

' Survey Begun Two Years Ago. 
The Commission, which now 
goes out of existence, was created 
by the Board of Aldermen two 
years ago to “make a comprehen- 
sive survey and study of transpor- 
tation conditions covering all phas- 
es of t«eansportation, traffic and 
matters ‘related thereto,” and to 
make recommendations to the 
9 ord. Ht received an. appropria- 
tion of $50,000. 

The ordinance designated nine 
ex-officio members and empow- 
ered the Mayor to appoint seven 
citizen members. The ex-officia 
members were Mayor Miller, 
Comptroller Nolte, President Neun 
of the Board of Aldermen, Presi- 
dent Kinsey of the Board of Pub- 
lie Service. Alderman Kuhs, Rob- 
ert B. Brooks, director of Streets 
and Sewers!

OT being able to concur in 
N certain of the recommenda- 
tions made by the majority 
of the Commission, I have 
thought it best to file a minority 
réport, to point out the portions 
of the Majority Report in which 
[ cannot concur and to briefly 
state. my reasons for dissent- 
ing. ps 
The recommendations made 
in the Majority Report with re- 
spect to the changes in the 
street car routes, the discontin- 
uance of the stopping places set 
out in the engineer’s report, the 
effecting of co-ordination of 
street railway and motorbus 
services, the licensing and regu- 
lating of service cars and taxi- 
cabs, and the formulating of a 
program for installation of traf- 
fic signals and safety zones, 
have my full approval, and I 
desire to join in these recom- 
mendations made by the ma- 
jority of the Commission. 


I likewise concur in the sug- 
gestions made by the majority 
of the Commission for the full . 
development of the Major Street . 


tion of the eastern section of the 
city by the widening of streets 
and the improvement of the 
river front, with the building of 
the subways indicezted in the 
majority report and the taking 
of steps to secure the abandon- 
ment of the railroad tunnel in 
Washington avenue and in 
Eighth street. 

I cannot concur, however, tn 
the conclusion of the majority 
of the Commission that the 
street railway transportation 
problem can only be solved by 
the granting of a new franchise 
or terminable permit. 

The Majority Report seems 
to proceed upon the basis, that 
it is the function of the Com- 
mission to solve the financial 
problem which confronts the 
Public Service Company and 
which financial problem _ the 
Majority Report finds “inex- 
tricably bound up with the 
question of granting some form 
of an operating right to a pri- 
vate company which will af- 
ford security to investors.’ The 
Majority Report quotes from the 
Report of the Sub-Committee 
on Finance the following state- 
ment: “Without a satisfactory 
franchise, capital cannot be 
obtained. If transportation is 
to be applied through private 
initiative, the City must be pre- 
pared to yield specific and def- 
inite rights to the use of its 
streets, under such terms and 
conditions that will attract cap- 
ital at reasonable rates of inter- 
oe ¢.. oF If a satisfactory 
franchise is granted, a financial 
plan could probably be worked 
out.” These conclusions result 
in the recommendation by the 
majority of the members of the 
Commission of the adoption of 
one of three plans submitted, 
the first being favored. 

Plan No. 1 is a Terminable 
Permit to be issued by the City 
not to exceed a term of fifty 
years, and providing for the 
fullest measure of Home Rule 
obtainable under the City Char- 
ter. Under the present State 
Public Service Commission law, 
the provisiom for Home Rule 
amounts to nothing. As the 
Permit can be terminated only 
for cause upon hearing, or by 
purchase of the Railway Sys- 
tem by the City, I am unable 
to distinguish it in practical ef- 
fect from a franchise contact. 

Plan No. 2 is the same as No. 
1, with the addition that an ef- 
fort is to be made to secure at 
the next session of the State 
Legislature, legislation creating 
a Lacal Transit Commission, to 
which shall be transferred the 
powers over loca] transporta- 
tion in St. Louis and its Metro- 
politan Area now vested in the 
State Public Service Commis- 
sion. 

If the granting of the per- 
mit is to be deferred until 
after the State Legislature 
creates a Local Transit Com- 
mission, and if the making of 
the improvements on the street

the earnings of the properties,

In view of the repeated 
statements by the present own- 
ers of the railway system, that 
the properties cannot be oper- 
ated at such a profit as will 
attract private capital, the time 
when the city will have paid 
in full for the properties out 
of the city’s share of the earn- 
ings, is so far distant as ‘*o 
make the grant to the street 
railway company for the oper- 
ation of the properties (as pro- 
posed by Plan No. 3), almost 
perpetual ’ 

All three of the plans pro- 
posed by the majority of the 
Commission, therefore, have 
the same end in view, the 
granting by the city of definite 
rights in the streets, ‘in order 
td enable the Public Service Co. 
to finance its property. 

It is my understanding that 
the Public Service Co. is oper- 
ating under a franchise or 
franchises which expire in 1939 
or 1949, the limitation period 
depending upon whether the 
extensions of underlying fran- 
chises were effected by the S&t. 
Louis Transit Co. ordinance or 
the Central Traction Co. ordi- 
nance. Upon either theory, the 
present franchises have still 
some years to run. 

The fact that the railway 
system has fallen into its pres- 
ent financial condition, not- 
withstanding it has been oper- 
ating under a long-term fran- 
chise, causes me to wonder 
whether any advantage ever 
accrues to the public from the 
granting of such franchises. In 
the light of our experience un- 
der the existing franchises, I 
am led to the conclusion that 
the principal benefit of a long- 
term franchise enures to the 
private interests controlling the 
financial operations of the 
grantee. 

Whether or not the Public 
Service Company would be able 
to do the financing it desires, 
without a franchise, I am not 
financier enough to determine. 
I am, however, impressed by 
the fact that when the present 
company purchased the prop- 
erty at the receiver’s sale, it 
had no assurance from anyone 
authorized to speak for the 
city that it would be granted 
a new or extended franchise. 
It is reasonable to assume from 
that fact that the financiers 
who promoted the present or- 
ganization and the purchase of 
the railway system, had care- 
fully considered the question 
of the raising of the necessary 
funds required to place the sys- 
tem in usuch physical condition 
as would enable the company 
to render the service which un- 
der existing franchises it was 
obligated to give, and had de- 
termined that the company 
could be successfully financed 
and operated under the present 
franchises purchased from the 

receiver. That problem of the 
company should not now be 
shifted to the city. 

Under the present state of 
the law and at the present 
stage of development of the 


methods of mass urban trans-. 


portation, I deem it inadvisable 
for the Board of Aldermen at 
this time to enact any legisla- 
tion for the granting of a fran- 
chise or terminable permit. [, 
accordingly, dissent from the 
majority recommendation that 
a terminable permit be grant- 
ed.

Relief Work Goes Forward

ROME, July 25.—A new earth- 


quake at Ariano, in the midst of the 


district laid waste in Southern Italy 
by the shocks Wednesday, and a 
hurricane in Northern Italy added 
to the Government's already tre- 
mendous relief problem. 

An old woman was killed in the 
new earthquake at Ariano, and sev- 
eral persons were injured. 

The hurricane in the Adige and 
Piave valleys of Northern Italy 
struck at Trento. The Adige River 
went out of ‘ts banks. Twenty-two 
persons were killed. 

In the Alpine region of the north 
an unseasonable snow yesterday 
caused much suffering. 

Survivors last night were mar- 
shaled into food lines, then taken 
to open ground to spend the night 
in tents. 

In all af the stricken areas, north 
and south, the military was in con- 
trol. Many of the survivors wan- 
dered disconsolately about mourn- 
ing for lost relatives and friends. 
Mass funerals were held in all 
places where there was a large 
number of dead. The injured were 
cared for in hastily established 
tent hospitals or in buildings requi- 
sitioned by medical authorities. 
Precautions were taken against epi- 
demics. 

Death List Rises to 2930. 

The official total of dead in the 
devastated district of the South 
Was given as 2930 today. Gen. Dai- 
strocchi, commandant of the Nea- 
politan Zone, said the total in the 
Province of Avellino was 2573. His 
figures added 375 deaths to the to- 
tal of other provinces. The revised 
figures contrasted sharply with the 
Government’s total of 1526 for 
Avellino. 

The township hardest hit, ac- 
cording to Gen. Daistrocchi’s fig- 
ures, seems to have been Lacedo- 
nia, with 600 dead. Villanova stood 
second, with between 400 and 600 
dead. Nearly every building was 
demolished, including the church 
and the palace of the Marquis of 
Villanova. 

Southern Italy entirely escaped 
the hurricane, but a severe heat 
wave has set in, intensifying the 
suffering of victims. 

Emergency work kept Govern- 
ment officials at their desks in 
Rome without rest ever since the 
first alarming reports from the 
South. 

Premier Mussolini today’ called 
a council of Ministers for next 
Tuesday morning at Viminale Pal- 
ace, where he had remained al- 
most without sleep, since Wednes- 
day. The-counci] meetings will oc- 
cur on his birthday, and on the 
thirtieth anniversary of the King’s 
accession to the throne. 

Rescue Work Goes Forward, 

Rescue work went forward swift-

TO THE ALDERMEN

district; and increase in the per- 
sonnel of the traffic division of the 
Department of Streets and Sewers. 

The report discusses contemplat- 
ed street improvements in line with 
Kelker’s recommendation that 
widenings and openings be rushed 
to provide traffic relief. These 
plans are based largely on the City 
Pian Commission’s scheme for a 
major street system, and many of 
the improvements are under way. 
A chart shows graphically the de- 
lay caused by the existing con- 
demnation system. Among. the 
plans discussed are the Third 
street widening and double-decking 
and the river front plaza. 

Street improvements, the build- 
ing of subways and the installation 
of traffic control devices, all at 
the cost of the city, are matters 
under the city’s control, but the 
city has no power to compel the 
street railway company to carry 
out the large and costly program 
of improvements recommended for 
its system, nor could the city en- 
force any agreement which the 
company might enter into to make 
these improvements in return for 
a franchise such as the Commis- 
sion recommends be given it. 

A recommendation for better 
control and regulation of taxicabs 


cation facilities and the City will 
agree to acquire ownership of the 
properties, paying for them solely 
out of the City’s share of the earn- 
ings of the properties, and allowing 
the company to operate the proper- 
ties until such time as the City 
shall have acquired complete own- 
ership: at which time, the Com- 
mission recommends, the City 
should arrange for a lease for 
private operation.

You a Story, but I Won’t’

CHICAGC, July 25.—William E. 
Russell, former Chicago Police 
Commissioner who resigned under 
pressure as a sequel to the murder 
of Alfred J. Lingle, Tribune re- 


jury which is investigating the 
killing and inquiring into charges 
of extortion among reporters. 
The former commissioner, now a 
district police captain, was an in- 
timate friend of Lingle and the two 
men had a joint account for deal- 
ing in the stock market. Various 
statements, unsupported by  evi- 
dence, credited Lingle with influ- 
encing the appointment of Russell 
as commissioner under the spon- 
sorship of Samuel Ettelson, Cor- 
poration Counsel, who also has 
been asked to appear before the 
grand jury. 
Linked as “Go Between.” 

Numerous rumors linked Lin- 
gie’s name with the title of “und- 
ficial Chief of Police” and pictured 
the $65-a-week reporter as the 
“go-between” for Al Capone's 
gambling and liquor syndicate. One 
of the motives advanced for Lin- 
gle’s murder was that he incurred 
the enmity of rival hoodlums by 
forestalling their efforts to en- 
croach upon protected extortion. 

Russell, as he reached the jury 
room, greeted reporters with a 
smile, and when asked if he knew 
why he had been summoned, re- 
plied: “Sure, I know why. I 
could give you a story, but I 
won't.” 

He went immediately into the 
jury chamber. Waiting outside 
were Capt. John Stege, former 
Chief of Detectives, who also was 
a close friend of Lingle, and Ted 
Tod, crime reporter for the Herald 
and Examiner, who both were 
among a group of officials and 
newspaper men requested to ap- 
pear before the grand jury. ; 

After an hour in the jury room, 
Russell emerged and met the re- 
porters but would make no state- 
ment regarding his testimony be- 
fore the jurors. 

Walter Strong, publisher of the 
Chicago Daily News, another of the 
group asked to appear, was the 
next to go beforc the jury. Leland 
H. Reese, the New’s crime reporter, 
was among the witnesses waiting. 
Stege followed Strong. 

After Stege had spent an hour 
and a half with the jury, Bernard 
De Vry, foreman, announced “We 
yoted confidence in Stege as a 
man who has always tried to do 
hig duty.” 

Meanwhile, in Felony Court, H. 
Goodman, a circulation employe of 
the Heraid and Examiner, and Leo 
Schoemer, an employe of the Ili- 
nois Central Railroad, were held 
to the grand jury under $1000 
bond, charged with a conspiracy to 
obtain money under false pretenses 
in the operation of a fake lottery. 
Matt Foley, formerly Herald and 
Examiner circulation department 
worker, failed to’ appear and _ re- 
mained a fugitive. The men are 
alleged to have promoted a lottery 
on the last Kentucky Derby and 
then failed to pay off the winners. 

Says He Hoaxed Brundidge. 

Harry Reutlinger, assistant city 
editor of the Chicago Evening 
American, was the first witness 
yesterday, emerging after nearly an 
hour’s hearing. He said he had 
told the grand jury all he knew 
and added that he believed Harry 
T. Brundidge, reporter for the St. 
Louis Star, was “the victim of a 
hoax. Everything I told Brun- 
didge was a joke.” 

It was the publication of Brun- 
didge’s stories of alleged racketeer- 
ing by Chicago reporters and his 
testimony before the jurors Tues- 
Gay that started the parade of 
witnesses to the grand jury cham- 
ber. The jurors went over the 
head of the State's Attorney to 
invite the St. Louis man’s testi- 
mony and to summon the 13 Chi- 
cago witnesses. No formal sub- 
penas have been issued. Each 
witness was called by telephone 
and asked to offer evidence. 

Reutlinger was followed on the 
stand by Robert M. Lee, city ed- 
itor of the Tribune and for 196 
years superior of the slain Tribune 
reporter. Harry Read, city editor 
of the American, who has con- 
firmed Brundidge’s story that Read 
was a visitor at “Scarface Al’ Ca-

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HEARING ON JANITORS 
INUNGTION CLOSED 


Clayton. Judge Takes Under 
Advisement Action to 
Protect Pickets. 


Application of the Janitors’ and 
Cleaners’ Union for an order to re- 


strain University City police from 
arresting pickets in front of apart- 
ments where nonunion janitors are 
employed was taken under advise- 
ment by Circuit Judge Brackman 
at Clayton yesterday. 

Attorneys for the nolice and for 
Mayor Ruth of University City 
sought to show by their cross-ex- 
amination of union witnesses that 
the union was being run by a for- 
mer Chicagoan who organized jan- 
itors there so that some received 
$500 a month and all were paid 
fees for installation of electric re- 
frigerators and telephones although 
they were forbidden by union rules 
from assisting in the installation. 

The union charged that Mayor 
Ruth was influenced in directing 
arrests by the fact that he is in 
the real estate business. Ruth, on 
the stand, related that his compa- 
ny has sold all of its holdings in 
University City and is agent for 
only four or five apartments, none 
of which has been picketed. 

“Home Picketing Different.” 

“We have permitted peaceful 
picketing in other labor disputes 
where commercial buildings or 
construction of buildings is con- 
cerned,” Ruth testified, “but I see 
in the picketing of apartments, 
which really are a number of pri- 
vate homes concentrated, where 
women and children are all day 
long, something entirely different 
from the picketing of a commer- 
cial establishment or a building un- 
der construction.” } 

Chief of Police George Ward 
testified he had received com- 
plaints from apartment house resi- 
dents who were annoyed by the 
pickets marching up and down 
and the carloads of union sympa- 
thizers who frequently stopped to 
confer with the pickets. Women 
said their children were frightened 
by the union men, Ward asserted. 

An apartment house owner tes- 
tified he received similar com- 
plaints and asserted pickets fre- 
quently turned off the water sup- 
ply to his building. 

Organizer Admits Conviction. 

Robert Ostenberg, president of 
the local and a former officer of 
the International Janitors’ and 
Cleaners’ Union, admitted under 
questioning of Daniel Bartlett, St. 
Louis Police Commissioner who 
represented the University City au- 
thorities, that he was convicted in 
Chicago of conspiracy in connec- 
tion with a labor dispute and was 
sentenced to two years in the peni- 
tentiary. He was pardoned, how- 
ever, by Len Small, then Governor, 
and served no time, Ostenberg 
said. He also admitted he was 
fined $100 for throwing a stench 
bomb in a Chicago labor fight. 
Ostenberg, who increased the 
membership of the local from 40 
to 400 members, and raised initia- 
tion fees from $5 to $25, said he 
did not want to establish a wage 
scale comparable to that in Chi- 
cago, but merely wanted to or- 
ganize the union in peace. He 
complained that Aldo Tonnelli, for- 
merly an associate in Chicago, was 
arrested while peacfully picketing 
a building at 740 Eastgate avenue.

Because James Moore, 27-year-

Motorbus Service 


Under date of Sept. 23, 1929, 
the Commission’s engineers sub- 
mitted a report on co-ordination 
of street railways and motorbus 
services. 


This report pointed out that 
competition between motorbus 
and street railway lines is caus- 
ing wasteful duplication of serv- 
ice in many sections of the city 
with the result that these sec- 
tions are over-served while oth- 
er sections are under-served or 
are without any convenient 
means of public transportation. 

It was suggested that waste- 
ful duplication of service would 
be eliminated and that/ faster 
and better service would result 
if the street railway and motor- 
bus lines were co-ordinated, and 
with this in view a plan for the 
physical co-ordination of street 
railway and motorbus lines was 
presented. 

This report was subsequently 
referred to a Committee on Mo- 
torbus and Street Railway Co-or- 
dination, which committee under 
date of March 11, 1930, reported, 
in part, as follows: 

“After due consideration our 
conclusions are that the elimina- 
tion of unnecessary competition 
is a step toward faster and bet- 
ter service, and further that we 
agree with the street railway and 
bus companies that the functions 
of the bus are: 

1. To provide service in sec- 
tions not heretofore served by 
street car lines. 
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USSELL was general chairman of the Commission; Ricketts was chair- 
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tion. 


west where communication fa- 
cilities were of the best and 
quickest because the street sys- 
tem leading to the west offered 
the best channels of develop- 
ment. The northwest and 
southwest portions of the city 
were for practical purposes de- 
nied the same facilities, for the 
few streets did not provide direct 
access to these sections from 
the downtown district. 

While the inadequate street 
system offered the greatest ob- 
stacle to rapid movement of mass 
transportation the rapid _  in- 
crease in the automotive field 
created further delay  fac- 
tors in the problem of: furnish- 
ing reasonably fast transporta- 
Even in this particular the 
street system can again be 
charged with responsibility, as 
inadequate width compelled the 
right of way of the transit line, 
slowing up the movement of cars 
and inconveniencing the great 
majority of population which 
still uses this form of transpor- 
tation. 


The adoption of a Major Street 
Plan contemplated the develop- 
ment of direct arteries of ade; 
quate width to all sections of the 
city, particularly the northwest 
and the southwest, in order that 
a reasonable traveling time 
could be maintained between 
these sections and the downtown 
district. The plan also formed 
the basis upon which to rear- 
range the transit scheme. Sev- 
eral instances are cited here to 
indicate the value and the need 
of an adequate street system in 
the co-ordination of transit lines. 

When Twelfth street was ex- 
tended south of Chouteau ave- 
nue the Cherokee line was re- 
located on this new artery and 
this resulted in a reduction of 
traveling time on this one line 
of from 12 to 15 minutes. 

Another example of the rela- 
tionship between a transporta- 
tion plan and a street plan is to 
be found in the action of the 
railway company in removing 
its tracks from Morgan street 
between Garrison avenue and 
Fourteenth street and _ replac- 
ing the tracks on Franklin ave- 
nue. In this way Morgan street, 
which is to be .widened under 
the street plan, will be exclusive- 
ly used by vehicular traffic 


ing some of the obstacles present 
at the so-called rush hour pe- 
riods. The development of the 
proposed Third street waterfront 
scheme will enable the operating 
company to effect some economy 
by creating storage facilities for 
extra equipment. After the 
morning rush this equipmént can 
be stored on the eastern edge of 
the business district and be im- 
mediately available for the eve- 
ning rush. This will permit 
greater accommodation to the 
users of this form of transporta- 
tion. It also has the advantage 
of being easily adapted to any 
future rapid transit terminals 
and will als6é make possible di- 
rect connection with the transit 
lines coming from the east. 


One of our greatest problems 
is the rehabilitation of that 
blighted district from Fourth 
street to the river bordering our 
central business district. The 
buildings in this section were 
erected many years ago and are 
largely obsolete. The streets are 
exceedingly narrow, being about 
30 feet wide and unsuited to 
modern traffic needs. Grades 
on these streets run as high as 
13 per cent. The conditions in 
this section are the combined 
result. of: 

1. Westward growth of the 
city.

Rather iet it be said that the 
changes in the business dictrict 
should be directed and controlled 
by that solution of the traffic 
problem which will~most com- 
pletely operate to build up and 
serve the greatest possible use 
of the entire ‘business district. . 

The compelling logic of the 
conclusions of the Special Rap- 
id Transit Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen will be potent 
in any final plan which may be 
adopted. The intensive investi- 
gations made by this committee, 
the careful study of the facts 
gathered and the logical conclu- 
sions drawn therefrom, consti- 
tute a foundation which will en- 
dure, however the superstructure 
may be modified in detail. The 
report and plans evolved out of 
the work of this committee and 
published under the title “Rapid 
Transit for St. Louls 1926” con- 
stitute an adequate general plan 
for use at this stage in our plan- 
ning. 


A rapid transit system is mere- 
ly a means of segregating ordi- 
nary street traffic and separating 
grades. Outside the congested 
district its major accomplishment 
will be the speeding up of its 
own traffic. Within the con- 
gested district its major accom- 
plishment will be to relieve an 
intolerable traffic situation on 
the surface of our present street 
system, 


The widening of narrow streets 
and the creation of new 
thoroughfares produce added fa- 
cilities for truck deliveries and 
for those who ride in automo- 
biles; at times, but in lesser de- 
gree, some advantage accrues to 
those who ride in street cars and 
other public conveyances. 

The people who ride in public 
conveyances outnumber the oth- 
ers by more than three to orit; 
certainly their time and conveni- 
ence should be given as much 
consideration as those who 
choose other modes of trans- 
portation.

“And we have further 
cussed and agreed that: 

“The wasteful duplication of 
service on certain car lines 
should be eliminated, and that 
the re-arrangement of certain 
present lines of both street cars 
and busses should be made to 
meet present or changing traf- 
fic conditions. 

“We consider the question of 
transfers between busses and 
street cars to be one of vital im- 
portance to the public, and it 
should be made compulsory if 
unnecessary competition is to be 
eliminated. . 

“We find that a considerable 
number of riders used the s0- 
called ‘jitneys’ and at a higher, 
rate of fare than is charged by 
street car or bus. However, the 
city authorities do not have the 
same control over their move- 
ments as they have over the 
busses and street cars. 

“Therefore, we beg to call your 
attention to the Act which was 
passed by the last Legislature 
and signed by the Governor, 
which enables the Board of Al- 
dermen to create a permanent 
Commission or Transit Com-nis- 
sioner whose duties and powers 
would bring about a better regu- 
lated mass transportation in the 
congested districts.” 

The Commission believes that 
the conclusions in the report of 
the Committee on Motorbus and 
Street Railway Co-ordination are 
sound and recommends that the 
proper City authorities take up. 
the matter of effecting a co- 
ordination of the street railway 
and motorbus services, using as @ 
general basis for such co-ordina- 
tion the plan recommended by 
the Commission’s engineers under 
date of Sept. 23, 1929. 

Service Cars. 

In the latter ‘part of 1928 str- 
veys showed, 309 service cars oPp~- 
erating on six routes, and the 
service cars on four of these . 
routes operated both eastbound 
and westbound on Washington 
avenue east of Twelfth boule- 
vard. 

The records in the office of 
the Director of Streets and Sew- 
ers show that at the’ present 
time there are 310 service cars 
licensed and that they operate 
over nine routes. ‘The service 
cars of five of the routes operate 
over Washington avenue east of 
Twelfth boulevard. , 

In addition to using Washing- 
ton avenue and Broadway in the 
downtown district, as in 1928,

Service cars operate under 
Ordinance 37019. This ordinance 
gives the Director of Streets and 
Sewers broad powers with respect 
to inspection of service cars, the 
examination of service car driv- 
ers, and the issuance of licenses 
for such cars and drivers. The 
ordinance also gives the Board 
of Public Service broad powers 
with respect to the regulation and 
operation of service cars and au- 
thorizes said Board to revoke or 
suspend service car drivers’ li- 
censes upon the recommendation 
of the Director of Streets and 
Sewers, for good cause, and aft- 
er hearing. 

The service cars are not re- 


quired to maintain a set schedule 


of service based on the necessity 
and convenience of the public as 
is the street car company ;and 
the motorbus company, nor are 
they required to adhere rigidly to 
set routes. For example, when it 
becomes more profitable to carry 
passengers to and from the ball 
park, service car drivers may 
abandon the service customarily 
given on their regular routes, 
convert their cars into taxicabs 
and charge a fare in excess of 
the fare permitted by the Serv- 
ice Car Ordinance. 

It is impracticable to check 
300 indivdual operators and 
force them to adhere to fixed 
schedules and routes. Service 
car owners are not required 
(and, in fact, such requirement 
could not be enforced) to ac- 
count for or report their earn- 
ings to any governmental au- 


thority or to pay the city a part’ 


of their earnings as the motor- 
bus company and the street 
railway company are required to 
do. 

There has-been no increase in 
the number of service cars since 
November, 1928, indicating that 
that the demand has been well 
supplied. 

The operation of service cars 
on the narrower streets in the 
downtown district causes too 
much interferenec with other 
traffic. 

The commission therefore rec- 


ommends that no new licenses! 


or permits for service cars be is- 
sued except after hearing before 
the proper regulatory tribunal 


and a finding that public con- | 


venience and necessity will be 


served thereby. 
Taxicabs. 

We understand that at present 
there is no city ordinance regu- 
lating taxicabs; that a service 
ear driver can convert his ve- 
hicle into a taxicab at any time 
by simply changing the sign car-

owner of a vehicle can carry 
passengers for hire by simply 
displaying a sign on the vehicle 
reading ‘‘taxi.”’ 

This situation is detrimental 
to the city both as respects the 
rate of fare which may be 
charged citizens of the city and 
visitors, and the possibility of 
accidents ‘to citizens and visitors 
when riding in a vehicle the 
owner of which does not indem- 
nify his passenger against per- 
sonal injury. The situation also 
allows unlicensed and unregu- 
lated taxicabs to-compete with 

1 public transportation com- 
panies and with persons who are 
in the taxicab business and who 
would very likely stabilize the 
business under proper regulation. 

The Commission therefore rec- 
ommends: | 

(a) That an ordinance be 
passed making it unlawful for 
any vehicle to operate upon the 
streets of St. Louis, carrying 
passengers for hire within the 

City of St. Louis, withort first 

obtaining a permit or license 

from the Board of Public Serv- 
ice. 

(b) That the Board of Alder- 


__Jmen pass an ordinance provid- 


ing for the licensing of taxi- 
cabs and for regulation of their 
operation and rates of fare. 


Traffic Regulation and Control. 


After their investigations and 
studies of traffic conditions in 


St. Louis, the Commission’s en-— 


gineers, in a report submitted 
under date of March 26, 1930, 
reached the following among 
other conclusions: 

“1. That the immediate 
needs and those of the near 
future require or will require 
the installation of traffic sig- 
nals at 90 intersections in the 
business district, 33 intersec- 
tions in the intermediate dis- 
trict and 55 intersections in the 
outlying districts, at an esti- 
mated cost of $279,000. 

“2. That 100 safety zones of 
the concrete platform type and 
upwards of 200 of the metal 
mushroom type are required 
or will be required to meet the 
immediate needs and those of 
the near future throughout the 
city, at an estimated cost of 
$65,000. 

“3. That.a regulation prohib- 
iting parking in the business 
district during the business 
hours of the day is inevitable 
and that such a regulation 
should be fully considered, 
weighing carefully all the ad- 
vantages and disadvantages, 
at this time, 

“4. That. the increasing 
amount of work in the Traffic 
Division of the Department of 
Streets and Sewers warrants 

% 


late a program for the installa- 
tion of the traffic signals and 
safety zones necessary to mect 
present and future requirements, 
and make financial provision for 
such installation. The Commis- 
sion also recommends that the 
personnel of the Traffic Division 
of the Depuariment of Strects 
and Sewers be so increased as to 
enable it to properly carry on 
its work, which is continuously 
increasing. 

We believe that parking of ve- 
hicles on streets in the Business 
District, especially on _ streets 
upon which street cars are oper- 
ated, should be prohibited even- 
tually during the business hours 
of the day. 

The Commission is of the opin- 
ion that there wou!d be less de- 
lay to all traffic and less traffic 
congestion if vehicles were not 
allowed to make left turns in the 
business district, and recom- 
mends that a “no left turn” reg- 
ulation be put into effect by the 
proper City authorities in the 
area bounded by the south line 
of Pine street, the east line of 
Twelfth boulevard, the north line 
of Washington avenue and the 
west line of Fourth strect. Such 
rerrulation should not appiy to 
left turn movements of vehicles 
from one-way to two-way strects 
or from a one-way Street to a 
one-way street. 


Street Improvements. 

Transpertation is the most im- 
portant factor in urban life and 
development. Every city is fac- 
ing a problem of increasing com- 
plexity. This is true of trans- 
portation whether as rail, water, 
air or automotive. While each 
-of these branches requires inten- 
sive study, mass transportation 
must receive first consideration 
because it affects a great num- 
ber of peopie living in a rela- 
tively limited area... 

Our St. Louis problem, while 
varying in some few details, is 
similar to that of other large 
cities. Many obstacles »met in 
transportation in St. Louis can 
be directly charged to the lack 
of a co-ordinated street car sys- 
tem during our growth from a4 
small river town to a large in- 
dustrial center. The present sys- 
tem is a combination of all or 
nearly all of the old independent 
competing systems. 

As long as the city remained 
small, our river front for a few 
blocks was actively used. As 
our growth took place it fol- 
lowed the river to the north and 
south and the site of our early 
town became the principal busi- 
ness center. The Mississippi 
River was the principal channel 
of transportation. 

With the increase in popu 
tion it was logical that expan- 
sion should take place in those 


areas which furnished the most 


direct means of transportation. 
Growth consequently took place 
to the greatest extent toward the 


for each particular type. 

A third instance of the in- 
fluence of a street arrangement 
on transportation is to be found 
in the widening of Olive street. 
Prior to its widening this street, 
60 feet wide, carried a double 
track trolley line and in addition 
averaged about 1600 automobiles 
a day. The street now widened 
to 100 feet carries approximate- 
ly 18,000 vehicles a day. Further- 
more the transit movement has 
heen specded up, which means 
that the outlying districts to the 
west are just that much nearer 
to the main downtown district. 

The ability of the transporta- 
tion agencies to furnish the nec- 
essary facilities to the rapidly 
growing northwest and south- 
west sections of the city has been 
somewhat retarded by the delay 
in condemnition procedure in 
street widenings and openings 
which are to furnish the direct 
arteries to these districts. The 
most important improvements 
contemplated along these lines 
are those of the extension of 
Twelfth street north of Washing- 
ton avenue to Natural Bridge 
avenue, and the widening of 
Natural Bridge to the city limits; 
the extension of Twelfth street 
along Gravois avenue fromelHick- 
ory street to Grand avenue; and 
the widening of Market: street 
from Vandeventer avenue to 

eventh street where connection 
will be made with Walnut street 
which is to be widened from 
Sixth to Third streets. The ac- 
companying chart (printed in 
appendix) will show the various 
legal steps taken in a condemna- 
tion proceeding and the time 
which has actually been con- 
sumed in each of the various 
steps. Much has been said of the 
slowness with which condemna- 
tion has proceeded in the devel- 
opment of the street system. 
The delays which have been en- 
countered retard to a large ex- 
tent the betterment of the trans- 
portation system. It would seem 
pertinent to call attention to the 
fact that all of the delay should 
not be charged to the deficiency 
of.condemnation practice. Ex- 
traordinary speed could be ac- 
complished in condemnation by 
simply acquiescing in the de- 
mands of property owners for ex- 
cessive allowances. Municipal 
officials would be derelict in 
their duties if they consented to 
the speeding up of condemnation 
procedure by this method. 

The delays in condemnation 
have undoubtedly postponed the 
relocation of individual transient 
lines, but it is almost certain 
the transit situation will be con- 
siderably bettered, so far as sur- 
face lines are concerned, with 
the early completion of the proj- 
ects affecting the northwest and 
southwest parts of St. Louis. 
However, aside from this the 
matter of efficient operation can 
be accelerated in a number of in- 
stances, particularly by overcom- 


river front plaza. 

6. Construction of a high 
level mall between Market and 
Chestnut streets from the old 
Courthouse to the river, with 
extensions along the river 
front connecting at the south 
with Clark avenue and on the 
north with the upper deck of 
Eads Bridge and with Morgan 
street. 

7. Construction of lower lev- 
els of river front plaza for 
public -parking space and ga- 
rage, subway terminals and the 
like, 

8. Direct connection between 
Third street high level road- 
way and upper deck of the 
Municipal Bridge. | 

9. Widening of Locust, Olive, 
Pine and Walnut streets be- 
tween Third and Fourth streets 
providing direct connections 
between the business district 
and the upper level of wid- 
ened Third street. 

Some of the numerous bene- 
fits and advantages to be accom- 
plished by these plans may be 
briefly summarized as: 

1. Shifting of the business 
district will be permanently 
checked. 

2. Property values’ of the 
eastern end of the business dis- 
trict will be stabilized and 
greatly enhanced. 

3. The greatly increased 
street capacity will be a decid- 
ed advantage to traffic circula- 
tion facilities throughout the 
city, since the plans are com- 
pletely co-ordinated with the 
Major Street Plan. 

4. The long sought Iimprove- 
ment of the river front will be 
accomplished in a most monu- 
mental manner. 

5. Demand for public park- 
ing space and garage facilities 
upon a large scale will be sat- 
isfied, since the plans provide 
an ultimate capacity for the 
accommodation of more than 
$8000 automobiles. 

6. Both vehicular and water 
approach to the City of St. 
Louis will be highly attractive 
and inviting. 


Comprehensive Rapid Transit 


~Plan. 


A comprehensive plan for real 
rapid transit for the metropolitan 
district of St. Louis should ever 
be in mind as steps are being 
taken for gradual but successive 
improvements in existing facil- 
ities. No heavy investment nor 
important construction work 
shoulé be undertaken wniess it 
can become an intesral part of 
an ultimate plan. This does not 
mean that the ultimate plan must 
now be complete in every detail. 

Such a plan will inevitably re- 
quire many years for its full con- 
summation; during which time 
the expected develcepment of Bt. 
Louis and the surrounding terri- 
tory may be so altered as to re- 


people. 


Whether or not the City now 
needs more speedly transpor- 
tation there cannot be a shadow 
of a doubt of the crying need for 
traffic relief, particularly for 
the eastern portion of the busi- 
ne@s district. 

In the judgment of the Com- 
mission a satisfactory measure 
of that relief can only be af- 
forded by providing additional 
Street space at another and lower 
level. 

In all such cases the street 
railways should be put on the 
lower level, out of the way of 
other traffic, leaving the upper 
surface free for the fullest use 
of other types of traffic. 

It is also the opinion of the 
Commission that the most com- 
prehensive solution of that prob- 
lem is presented in the first step 
of the Rapid Transit Plan as 
outlined in the report of 1926, 
together with the subway termi- 
nal plaza at Third street as pre- 
sented in that report, or as de- 
veloped further by the City Plan 
Commission in its river front 
plan. 

In addition the commigsion fn- 
dorses the plan to operate street 
railway and interurban lines on 
the lower deck of the Eads 
Bridge, providing therefor an ad- 
equate terminal in Washington 
avenue. 


The communities on the east 
side of the Mississippi River are 
an important part of metrdpol- 
itan, St. Louis; it is a matter of 
mutual advantage to provide for 
their ready access to our busi- 

ness center. 

It seems obvious that if en- 

gineering and financing plans 
were now complete for all of 
the subways shown in the s0- 
called “first step,” the work 
would still need to progress step 
by step; taking one street at a 
time, in order not to completely 
disrupt traffie circulation. 
» This being the case, the Com- 
mission desires to recommend 
that immediate consideration be 
given to one portion of the plan, 
namely, Olive street, and urges 
that the necessary legislative 
and legal machinery be set inte 
operation at once.

A giance over this wegk’s menus 
wil] show that meals have been 
planned so that the minimum 
amount of time need be spent in 
the kitchen.. With proper planning 
no meal in the week should require 
more than. an hour in préparation. 

Sunday Dinner, | 

Sunday's dinner is one that is 
well suited to hot weather. Spring 
chickens are fine in flavor now, and 
if one weighing about two pounds 
is selected, it may be baked accord- 
ing to the recipe given. Very small 
chickens should be broiled or fried, 
but they are rather expensive foods 
in most places, as there is such a 
small proportion or meat for bone. 
Sweet potatoes seem made to g0 
with chicken and when baked in 
the manner described will be found 
rather different in flavor from the 
usual candied potatoes. 

eIf you can get fresh Swiss chard 
by all means use it often in your 
summer menus. It does not cook 
down as much as spinach, and, two 
bunches serves about six people. 
When the leayes are large with a 
thick white midrib, cut the mid- 
rib out, cooking the leaves for 
greens and cutting the midribs in 
inch lengths to boil and serve with 
butter and cream cause. 

Use canned or cold, fresiily 
cooked asparagus for the salad and 
serve it with French dressing to 
which has been added a little 
chopped pickle. Slip three or four 
stalks of asparagus through a ring 
cut from a@ green pepper and ar- 
range on lettuce or romaine. The 
large stalks of canned asparagus 
are excellent in flavor and fine for 
salads. 

If there is not quite enough left- 
over chicken to serve creamed for 
Monday night, add a small can of 
tuna fish or a can of boned chicken 
to what you have. Mix with a 
cream sauce, seasoned with lemon 
juice, paprika, chopped parsley and 
a little Worcestershire sauce. 

Sirloin Steak. 

Use a sirloin cut of steak for 
Tuesday night, or a tender piece 
ofthe round. Bottom round, 
ground fine, may be shaped into a 
flat cake about an inch thick and 
/ broiled. This is less expensive 
than sirloin as there is no waste, 
and is good in flavor. 

A vegetable dinner is planned for 
Wednesday, with baked stuffed to- 
matoes as the main dish. Recipes 
for these can be found in most 
cook books, or the one used that 
is given in the recipes for’ this 
week. A cheese salad is suggested 
for this meal in order to supply 
the needed protein, and a pastry 
dessert in the form of fruit tarts 
to make the meal :more “filling.” 
In cooking the cabbage, have it 
cut in small pieces, cover with 
boiling water, boil hard for 15 
minutes, drain, chop fine and sea- 
son with salt, pepper, a little but- 
ter and two or three tablespoons 
of cream. 

On Saturday the consomme for 
Sunday’s dinner tnay be mixed and 
put in the icebox to chill, and the 
crab meat salad for supper made 
and put into molds. The cake for

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Deep Dish and Open Face 
Varieties Especially Good 
With Fruit Fillings, 


Once there was a city dweller 
who kept track of the seasons by 
the varieties of pies that were of- 
fered for sale in his favorite bak- 

ery—-he knew it was spring when 
mince and pympkin went out and 
strawberry and rhubarb appeared. 

While there are different ways 
of marking the seasons, neverthe- 
less most persons welcome the fruit 
pie season and hail the months that 
make this delectable dainty possi- 


ble. 
Three Types of Pies. 

Pies fall into one of three types. 
First, the old familiar double-crust 
type, then the deep dish or the kind 
with only a top crust and a lot of 
filling, and lastly, the single crust 
on the bottom only. These are 
sometimes called “open-face” ples, 
In the latter the crust may be 
baked with the filling or it may be 
baked separately and the filling 
added after the’ crust is cold. 

Fruit pies may be made in all 
three varieties, but the deep dish 
and open-face pies are particularly 
suited to fruit fillfngs. The excep- 
tions are in the use of cherries and 
sometimes rhubarb, when a double 
crust seems to taste better. 

Double Crust Pie. 

For a double crust pie, line the 
pie plate with pastry rolled a scant 
eighth inch thick. It will take 
about three cups of flour for a 
medium-sized pie. Fill with sliced 
rhubarb, ‘ pitted cherries, washed 
and well drained berries, sliced 
peaches, etc. If the fruit is very. 
juicy it is better to mix two table- 
spoons flour with the sugar before 
adding it to the fruit in order to 
slightly thicken it. For tart fruit 
allow one and one-fourth cups 
sugar to each pie; for sweeter 
fruit three-fourths to one cup may 
be used. 

Moisten the edge of the lower 
crust with cold water and press the 
top crust firmly over it. This 
helps in preventing the juice from 
running out during the baking. See 
that the upper crust is slashed or 
pricked in several places to let out 
the steam. 

Deep Dish Fruit Pies. 

For deep dish pies use a deep 
baking dish and fill it heaping full 
with any desired fruit. Sweeten to 
taste and if the fruit is very juicy 
add flour as described above. 
Moisten the edge of the dish with 
cold water, cover the dish with pas- 


ever, mixing a little flour with the 
sugar is usually as effective as any- 
thing. 


Single crust pies, made by bak- 

ing the pastry over an inverted pie 
plate and then filling it with ffesh 

fruit or a mixture of fruit and thick 
boiled custard, are as delicious as 
the others mentioned. 

Whatever’ variety of pie you 
choose, and if you are a pie lover, 
you will undoubtedly have your fa-. 
vorite one, see that it is not made 
too sweet; the flavor of the fruit 
should predominate. 


Slice one small can of preserved 
green figs and one-half cup can- 
died green plums and add one-half 
cup shredded blanched green pis- 
tachio nuts. Blend with the syrup 
from the figs.

For soft fruit a 
double crust pie generally requires 
about 35 minutes, while a deep dish 
pie needs 40 to 50 minutes. 

Hard fruit naturally takes a long- 
er time to cook than berries. 

If the oven is not hot enough 
when the pie is put in, the juice 
from the fruit will soak down into 
the bottom crust and make it 
SOEEY. 

If the edges of the pie are not 
pressed very firmly together the 
juice will bubble out as the pie 
cooks and make a mess in the oven. 
Sometimes this happens anyway 
and many are the suggestions given 
to avoid this one unfortunate 0oc- 
currence that is so common. 

Some advise heaping the fruit in 
a mound in the center of the pie 
plate and sloping it down a little 
towards the edges, thus allowing a 
little more space for the juices to 
collect; others seal the edges of 
the pie with a narrow strip of mus- 
lin wrung out of cold water.

USE OF TUBERCULOSIS VACCINE 


Dr, S. A. Petroff, Trudeau, N. Y., 
Says Calmette-Guerin Serum 
Is Virulent. 

By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, July 25.—Several ene] 
sicians, including one from the | 
United States and one from Can- | 
ada, expressed opposition to ger-. 
eral use of the Calmette-Guerin 
tuberculosis vaccine during yester- 
day’s session of the International 
Microbiological Congress. 

They disagreed regarding its | 
safety with Dr. Albert Calmette, | 
assistant director of the Pasteur 
Institute, who on Wednesday de- 
fended his discovery, maintaining 
the German experts had found the 
vaccine had not caused the deaths 
of 60 children in Luebeck during 
recent months. 

Dr. S. A. Petroff, director of re- 
search of the Trudeau (N. Y.) 
sanitarium, said that “steam 
roller” methods had prevented his 
voicing an opinion earlier. He as- 
serted the Calmette vaccine called 
“BCG” was capable of developing 
virulence. 

His view was supported by Dr. 
E. A. Watson of Ottawa, who af- 
firmed that during five years of 
experiment five per cent of inocu- 
lated animals developed “extensive 
generalized tuberculosis and most 
of these died.” He added that 
inoculated cows were found to 
have virulent tuberculosis. bacilli 
fin their milk. 

Several other doctors voiced op- 
position to the Calmette vaccine 
with which it was said 250,000 
children had been inoculated since 
1924. 


NAME OF MOORLANDS PARK 
CHANGED TO CLAVERACH PARK 


Voted to Prevent Confusion With 
Moorlands Addition, a Subdi- 
vision on West. 

The name of Moorlands Park, 
residential section between Wydown 
boulevard and Clayton road, 8st. 
Louis County, was changed toClayv- 
erach Park, to ayoid confusion with 
Moorlands addition, a subdivision 
adjoining it on the west, by a vote 
of members of the newly organized 
Claverach Park Association at a 
meeting at the home of E. J. Keit- 
el, 9 Harcourt drive, last night.

These measures, when con- 


structed, will prove effective very 
greatly to enhance access to the 
eastern part of the business dis- 
trict by automobiles. With that 
accomplished only a part of the 
job has been done. The fact is 
that only about one-fourth of the 
people who enter the congested 
district go there in automobiles. 
It would be folly to ignore the 
other three-fourths. 

The great mass of people who 
ride in street cars have an equal 
right to have their time con- 
served and from a business 
standpoint the three-fourths who 
ride in street cars are entitled 
to more consideration than the 
one-fourth-who go in private 
conveyances. 

The problem therefore is to 
get tnese great masses of people 
in quick contact with the places 
where they may do business, and 
because they cannot be moved 
over the surface much faster 
than they now go, the solution 
is to penetrate through the dis- 
trict with lower level street sur- 
faces where transportation can 
be afforded without interference. 

Olive street may well be made 
the first demonstration of the 
utility of such a project, to be 
followed as rapidly as may be 
by other portions of the “First 
Step” as shown in the 1926 re- 
port. 

The topography 
Eighteenth and Nineteenth 
streets affords a convenient 
western terminus of the subway 
and a loop terminus may be pro- 
vided at the eastern end near 
Second street. 

On this lower level the street 
car company should be required 
to operate its cars, providing at 
its own expense ali the tracks 
and other facilities needful in 
transportation. 

The Commission is convinced 
that the entire cost of this 
project will be returned to the

310,000,000. 

The resultant special benefits 
will be so great that the project 
may be so financed under the 
provisions of the State law as to 
create a general tax burden 50 
slight as to be inappreciable. 


The Commission has made a 
careful study of the need for 
rapid transit lines, and for sub- 
ways to provide street traffic re- 
lief, in the City of St. Louis, and 
has concluded:

NE thing that has made this 

day a trying one was my first
